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The Governor’s Volunteer Award program was established in 1982 to honor and
recognize the commitment, service and time that hundreds of volunteers contribute each
year to lowa’s state agencies.

Historically, only state government agencies and their affiliates were eligible to nominate
their volunteers and, honorees could receive a Governor’s Volunteer Award only once in
a lifetime. This year, the program has been expanded to:
eprovide lowa’s nonprofit organizations with an opportunity to recognize their
volunteers; and,

A U.S. Supreme Court Decision on Fundraising —

A U.S. Supreme Court Decision on Fundraising — What Does it Mean for lowa’s
Nonprofits?

In a recent decision, lllinois ex rel Madigan v. Telemarketing Associates, Inc., (01-1806)
198 I1lIl. 2d 345, 763 N. E. 2d 289, reversed and remanded, the Supreme Court of the
United States held that a professional fundraiser getting 85% of all funds brought in
cannot make the statement that a significant portion of funds raised are for the benefit
of the charity. That is a fraudulent activity.

What is the relevance of this case to lowa charities?

lowa charities that fundraise on their own, without the help of a professional fundraiser
hired by the charity, do not have this issue of how much money is going to the
professional fundraiser. However, lowa law does provide that the charity itself must
disclose, when a potential donor requests it, financial data on how much money actually
goes to the charity’s program as opposed to the cost of the fundraising done by the
charity. The actual text of lowa’s charitable solicitation law is: “A charitable organization
shall provide, upon request and without cost to the requesting party, financial disclosure
information concerning contributions received and disbursements for the organization’s
last complete fiscal year, or, if the organization has not completed a full fiscal year, for its

of Fundraising Professionals (AFP) has
three offices in lowa. The AFP sets forth
ethical guidelines to benefit both the
fundraising community and the nonprofits
they serve. Those ethical guidelines on
fundraising costs prohibit the percentage
fee structure set out in the Telemarketing
Associates case: “Members shall not accept
compensation that is based on a
percentage of charitable contributions.”
Every professional fundraiser operating in
lowa must register with and report to the
lowa Attorney General. An lowa nonprofit
concerned about the services of a
particular professional fundraiser, may
make inquiries at the AG office.

current fiscal year, to the attorney general
or a person requesting the information
within five days of the request.” lowa
Code 13C.2(2)

Do professional fundraisers in lowa charge
85% of the total intake of funds in their
contracts with charities? There is no
statutory ceiling on fundraising costs in
lowa, but excessive fundraising fees can
give rise to significant legal and
professional issues. In a way similar to
that of the lIllinois Attorney General’s
action for fraud if too much money went to
fundraising costs, rather than to actual
charitable purposes, there can be a
prosecution for fraud under the lowa
charitable solicitation statute. Association

Frequently Asked Question

Can a nonprofit organization enter
into a contract with a board
member?

A contract between an organization and a
board members serving on that
organization’s board is considered a self-
dealing transaction. Such transactions may
be permissible, but only if certain
precautions are taken to minimize the
conflict of interest. The contract should
only be approved by board members who
have no personal financial interest in the
transaction. If it is determined that the
transaction is in the best interest of the
organization, and if the contract presents
the best deal the organization could get
with reasonable effort, then the
disinterested board may approve the
contract. Board members may be subject
to personal penalties if an organization
does not take the proper precautions to

eallow organizations to honor their long-
time volunteers with a Length of Service
Award.

Throughout lowa’s history, contributions
from volunteers have helped make our
cities, our towns, our schools and our state
a much better place in which to live, work,
and raise a family.
